Activist describes experience with female genital mutilation 



Soraya Mire says FGM 
still officially practiced 
in 28 countries

Soraya Mire, author, 
filmmaker and human 
rights activist choked back 
tears and shared flashbacks 
of her experiences with 
female genital mutilation 
in the Leadership Studies 
Building on Tuesday night 
at a lecture sponsored by 
the Union Program Coun- 
cil. Audience members, 
reciprocated the emotion, 
often dropping their jaws in 
shock after hearing the hor- 
rors of her tales. 

"This has been one of the 
most welcoming audiences 
I have ever experienced," 
Mire said. "It is so rare 
for me to have flashbacks 
since I have been recover- 
ing now for more than 20 
years. It is one of my most 
difficult times as I am a sur- 
vivor healing from trauma. 
It was an environment full 
of people who felt like new 
friends." 

Mire came to speak about 
female genital mutilation 
or female circumcision. 
One of the most common 
types of FGM is where the 
tip of the clitoris is cut off. 
There are also other types 
of FGM such as sewing the 
labia majora and minora to- 
gether. 

When she was 13 -years- 
old in Somalia, Mire said 
she experienced FGM while 
her mother looked on. 

"The different types of 
mutilation is something 
that definitely resonates 
with me," said Shannon 
Hush, UPC forums co-chair 
and sophomore in architec-

ture. "I didn't realize there 
were so many different 
types and how it affects so 
many people all over in dif- 
ferent parts of the world. It 
affects more people than it 
seems." 

There are more than 
8,000 nerve endings in the 
female clitoris, and when 
practitioners cut the tip 



of the clitoris, Mire said it 
caused her to cry hysteri- 
cally and to scream out for 
help. No one would help 
her, even her mother who 
watched this happening to 
her. 

"I can't even fathom what 
is happening over there," 
said Courtney Carpenter, 
sophomore in open option. 



"I can't even imagine the 
pain she [Mire] felt while 
her mother just looked at 
her while it was happening. 
I feel lucky that she lived 
and that I was able to hear 
her story." 

According to the World 
Health Organization, more 
than 140 million women 
worldwide undergo female 



genital mutilation. Mire 
said in the 28 countries still 
practicing FGM, they are 
beginning to practice these 
acts on younger and young- 
er women. 

"It used to happen to 
children between the ages 
of 4 and 10," Mire said. 
"Now, due to the laws being 
passed outlawing female

genital mutilation, people 
are beginning to conduct 
these acts during children's 
infancy. This minimizes the 
trauma in the children."

Instructor fights child abuse, wins award 



Award-winning social 
work instructor 
receives recognition for 
philanthropic initiatives

Margaret Presley, instructor of 
social work at K-State-Salina, was 
named the Social Worker of the 
Year by the Smoky Hill Associa- 
tion of Social Workers. The award 
recognized her for her accomplish- 
ments in the social work field, and 
as an instructor at Bethany College 
and K-State-Salina. 

"I choked up when I got it. I 
didn't think I was going to do that. 
I was very delighted to get it," Pre- 
sley said. "As my colleagues keep 
telling me, it's an award they don't 
have to give you. It's very nice to 
get recognition for what you have 
done." 

The Smoky Hill Association of 
Social Workers is open to Kansas- 
licensed social workers, retired 
social workers, people with a 
degree in social work and social 
work students. The goals of the 
organization include promoting 
continuing education, promoting a 
sense of community among social 
workers and promoting commu- 
nity recognition of social work as 
a profession. 

Their activities include rec- 
ognizing an exceptional social 
worker, such as Presley, with the 
Social Worker of the Year award. 
Presley recieved her award at a 
luncheon in March, which is Na- 
tional Social Workers' month. 

Before coming to K- State, Pre- 
sley had first-hand experience 
working in the social work field. 
She began in 1970 with a job at the 
Wyandotte County Juvenile Court 
serving as a probation officer and 
child abuse intake supervisor. 

Since then, she has worked in 
the Division of Child Psychiatry 
for the University of Kansas Medi- 



cal Center, the Wyandotte Mental 
Health Center, the Marillac Center 
for Children in Kansas City and 
Bethany College. She was also in- 
volved in a group that helped in- 
state mandated court laws and pro- 
grams about child abuse in Kansas. 

"I consider it a real privilege 
that I was in at the right time to 
be in on the ground floor of those 
programs," Presley said. "It gave 
me an incredibly unique perspec- 
tive on families and this area." 

When Bethany College in 
Lindsborg, Kan. announced the 
end of its social work program last 
year, Presley, along with others,

David Norlin 
associate professor at 
K-State-Salina 

looked for another university to 
help educate area students in social 
work. K-State-Salina started their 
current program in August 201 1. 

Currently, there are 25 students 
in the social work program, ac- 
cording to the K-State-Salina web- 
site. 

"When Bethany announced the 
closing of its social work program, 
Margaret didn't lose faith in the 
importance of social work training 
in our area of the state," said Deb 
Marseline, member of the Smoky 
Hill Association of Social Workers, 
and former student of Presley's, 
in a letter of support for Presley's 
award. "She pursued other univer- 
sities and was instrumental in get- 
ting the Kansas State University - 
Salina social work program up and 
running." 

According to Presley, her expe- 
rience in the social work field has 
helped her be an effective instruc- 
tor. 



"All my previous jobs have been 
a real asset to me and my teaching. 
My students probably get sick of 
my stories of different things, but 
they still help illustrate the skills 
that are necessary in the field," Pre- 
sley said. 

As a past student, Marseline at- 
tested to Presley's quality of teach- 
ing. 

"She was good at knowing stu- 
dents and challenging and know- 
ing what they need to know and 
learn," Marseline said. "She would 
help them get enough field experi- 
ence so they would be ready. She 
has grounded the local students in 
the ethics and values of the pro- 
gram. Sometimes in the field, it's 
hard to do the right thing. Making 
sure we have a strong foundation 
in ethics is very important." 

David Norlin, associate profes- 
sor at K-State-Salina, has worked 
with Presley for more than 20 
years, first at Bethany College, and 
now at K- State- Salina. He spoke 
highly of Presley's work ethic and 
dedication to her professional 
career. 

"She, of course, works very 
hard," Norlin said. "She tends to 
be the kind of person who works 
late. She will work until 1 1, 12 or 1 
o'clock. She doesn't go to bed until 
everything is done for the next 
day." 

Her extensive experience in the 
social work and academic fields 
make her deserving of the award, 
Norlin said. 

"She has quite a remarkable 
career," Norlin said. "She has had 
real experience in child welfare 
and was really involved in the early 
stages of child abuse prevention. 
She's done a lot." 

Although she said she appreci- 
ates the award, Presley said she's 
going to continue to work and im- 
prove. 

"I'm not too many years from 
retiring," she said. "I loved what I 
did before, but I enjoy teaching. I 
will stay with teaching however 
long I work, as long as they don't 
get rid of me."

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Internship in Guatemala City changes one students outlook

My dad always coached my soccer 
teams growing up, and when he was 
not the coach, he was on the sidelines 
of every game. He had a master s 
degree in sports management and 
administration, spent weekends 
refereeing high school basketball 
and engaged in sports discussions 
whenever the opportunity arose. 

My dad was a West Point gradu- 
ate, he spent 24 years in the military 
and was a Colonel in the United 
States Army; I was awfully proud of 
that. He, former captain of the West 
Point soccer team, planned on retir- 
ing and planned on coaching soccer, 
but more importantly, he planned on 
using soccer as a tool to help children 
in need, to share his faith and to give 
back to the game that gave him so 
much throughout his life. 

All this changed on May 18, 2010. 

My dad, four other American 
soldiers and a Canadian soldier were 
traveling to a NATO Conference 
meeting on the streets of Kabul, 
Afghanistan. That day, a suicide 
attacker took the lives of everyone 
in the military vehicle my dad was 
traveling in, also killing 12 other 
innocent people in the surrounding 
area. 

It was like they show it in the 
movies; heck, it felt like the movies. 
Two young, uniformed soldiers 
showed up at our house that morn- 
ing to break the news to my family. 
Time stood still that day. 

This was the month before the 
2010 World Cup would kick off; this 
was the month I walked into my 
room, grabbed anything and every- 
thing soccer related, pictures, cleats, 
trophies, shin guards and posters, 
threw it all in a box and told myself I 
would be done with soccer, forever. 

But little did I know the plans in

store for my life. 

Before he headed to Afghanistan, 
my dad had a book rush delivered to 
him so he could read it on his week 
trip. The book was "Coaching Soccer 
with Purpose and Passion" by Paul 
Banta, founder of Global Soccer 
Ministries International. 

The book teaches how to coach 



soccer from a Christian perspective, 
as a way to impact peoples lives with 
more than just the game, and that 
was a desire of my dad's. My dad 
carried the book in his backpack that 
day, and it was among a few of his 
items we did not get back. 

A few weeks into the summer of 
2010, my mom sent an email to Paul 



Banta sharing bits and pieces of our 
story and asking if she could buy a 
new book from him. Paul Banta not 
only sent my mom a box full of his 
books, but also followed up her email 
with personal phone calls and built a 
relationship with my family. 

My soccer cleats were put away 
in a box somewhere in my base- 



ment, however, when I heard Paul 
Banta talk about the ministry he had 
started in Guatemala City, working 
with inner city children through the 
game of soccer, I knew I would not 
be able to keep my cleats away for 
long, no matter how bitter I still was.

I love rice and beans. Its one 
of my favorite side dishes, right 
up there with mashed potatoes 
and southern style green beans. 
So when I found I love rice and 
beans. Its one of my favorite 
side dishes, right up there with 
mashed potatoes and southern 
style green beans. So when I 
found this weeks recipe I was 
pretty excited to try it. Arroz 
Congri is a Cuban recipe that 
combines the rice, beans, pep- 
pers and onions all in one pot. 
Sort of like red beans and rice, 
but with black beans and spices. 

Preparation:**** 

The preparation was very 
easy. All you need to do is saute 
the vegetables then add the rest 
of the ingredients and simmer. 
A change I made to the recipe 
was that I added the peppers 
and onions to saute for a few 
minutes before I added the 
garlic. Garlic burns easily and 
burnt garlic has a nasty, bitter, 
uncover- able flavor, so when 
you saute vegetables and garlic, 
always add the garlic after the 
other vegetables have been 
cooking for a few minutes. 
Also, the recipe says to keep the 
lid on for a full 20 minutes, then 
five extra minutes with the heat 
turned off. This is essential. The 
rice is finished from steaming 
so taking the lid off the pot will 
let all the steam out and you'll 
probably end up with crunchy 
rice. I know I've had lots of rice 
ruined from my little brother 
opening the lid to peek at the 
food; even a little peek can ruin 
the rice. 

Taste: ****^ 
The combination of the 
peppers and onions with the 
rice and beans tastes really 
good together. The only part of 
the recipe that I didn't follow 
was adding a bay leaf, and that's 
only because I didn't have any. 
I know just one bay leaf can 
make a difference in flavor so 
I would definitely like to try it 
with a bay leaf. 

The recipe also says to not 
drain the black beans. I was a 
little nervous about this because 
I usually drain the syrupy, gray, 
stinky bean juice before I use 
canned beans. It's just the most

2 teaspoons olive oil 

1/2 cup chopped green bell pepper 

1/2 cup chopped red bell pepper 

Small onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 cup uncooked long grain rice 

1 5-ounce can black beans (don't drain) 

1 1/2 cups water 

1/2 teaspoon cumin 

1 bay leaf 

Pinch of oregano 

Salt and pepper to taste 



In a heavy medium-sized pot, heat oil 
on medium heat. Add onion, peppers 
and garlic and saute until soft, about 
4-5 minutes. Add rice, beans, water, 
cumin, bay leaf, oregano and salt and 
pepper. Simmer on medium-low heat, 
stirring occasionally, until the rice 
absorbs most of the water and just 
barely skims the top of the rice. Cover, 
reduce heat to low, and simmer 20 
minutes. Make sure you have a good 
seal on the cover, the steam cooks the 
rice. After 20 minutes, turn the burner 
off and let it sit, covered for another 
five minutes without opening the lid.

Game offers unique

Mass Effect 3

I am an unabashed "Mass 
Effect" fan. I wear my predispo- 
sition for the series as proudly 
as the hoodie I own with the 
series' trademark N7 logo. 
"Mass Effect" is one of my fa- 
vorite science fiction franchises 
of all time, beating "Star Wars" 
by a country mile. So, when it 
finally came time to sit down 
and play the final installment 
of the "Mass Effect" trilogy, 
you better believe I had a lot of 
high expectations for the series' 
grand finale. And you know 
what? "Mass Effect 3" delivers 
a send-off worthy of the series 
name. 

From the very first moments 
of the game, ME3 comes out 
swinging with Earth being in- 
vaded by the Reapers, a terrify- 
ing force of sentient machines 
bent on destroying organic life 
in the galaxy. Humanity's best, 
last hope lies in Commander 
Shepard, the player- created 
hero (or heroine) of the "Mass 
Effect" series. It's up to Shepard 
to pull off a counter-attack 
powerful enough to stop the 
Reapers and end their reign 
of extinction. This is no small 
task, and the game does a 
masterful job of showing just 
how high the stakes are. Entire 
planets are going dark, millions 
of people are being displaced 
across the galaxy as refugees, 
and the chance of survival is 
looking very, very slim. 

The main objective of the 
game is surprisingly simple: 
take back Earth and stop the 
Reapers. It's how this is ac- 
complished that makes ME3 
different than the previous two 
games. As Shepard explores the 
galaxy, he (or she) will come 
across War Assets that help 
with the war effort. Anything 
from alliances with other alien 
races to playing the game's 
multiplayer option are taken 
into account and this is where 
player choice really takes center 
stage. 

I highly recommend playing 
at least "Mass Effect 2" before 
jumping into ME3, (the origi- 



nal "Mass Effect" is good, but 
has its share of frustrations). 
In ME3, you can import saved 
data from ME2, and the game 
will completely alter itself based 
on what choices you made in 
the previous games. This, I 
believe, is where ME3 shines. 

Characters that die will be 
replaced with new ones with 
entirely different motives. 
Choosing to help a character 
face their demons might allow 
them to save your life later on. 
Deciding to side with one race 
of aliens may end up upsetting 
thousands of years of bad blood 
with another. Just talking to my 
friends who are also playing 
the game is interesting because 
they have had entirely different 
scenarios, love interests, alli- 
ances and narratives than the 
ones I've experienced. 

And yes, I'd be remiss to 
neglect the "controversial" 
ending. Without spoiling any- 
thing, I'll say that it's ... weird. 
It is introspective and far from 
cookie -cutter, but I can defi- 
nitely see how longtime fans 
could be disappointed. Person- 
ally, I thought the journey far 
outweighed the destination. 
The final choice was the hardest 
and most ethically- challenging 
I've made in a video game, 
and though I wish the ending 
would've clarified more on 
what happened as a result, Bio- 
Ware has already announced 
that they will be releasing an 
extended epilogue for down- 
load this summer. 

It's difficult to restrain myself 
from going too in-depth about 
"Mass Effect 3," but that's ex- 
actly the point I want to make 
clear in this review. This game 
is huge. There's so much to be 
found in the game's universe 
and the stellar writing Bio Ware 
has put into it. "Mass Effect 3" 
is a true paragon of interactive 
fiction, a renegade compared to 
the short, linear campaigns of 
"Call of Duty." If you're already 
into "Mass Effect," you're going 
to love seeing all the choices 
you made coming together, and 
if you're not a fan yet, this epic 
finale is sure to make you one.

Study shows $75,000 a year may lead to ultimate level of happiness 



Students, professors 
share mixed reaction 
to connection between 
monetary success and 
personal fulfillment

When it comes to finances, 
more is not necessarily better. 
Time Magazine cited a study 
conducted by Princeton Univer- 
sity's Woodrow Wilson School 
in a Sept. 6, 2010, article which 
found that the magic number 
when it comes to income is 
about $75,000 per year. 

People who make less than 
that tend to be less happy, but 
people who make more than 
that aren't any happier in their 



day-to-day lives, the study con- 
cluded. 

"Money is good," said James 
Roberts, professor of marketing 
at Baylor University. "It's not bad 
in any way, but it's only good in 
increasing our happiness up to a 
point. We need to reach a level 
where our basic needs are met, 
and everyone has different ideas 
of what that level is, but once you 
reach it, then money has done 
about all the good it's going to 
do." 

Roberts cited similar stud- 
ies in his book, "Shiny Objects: 
Why We Spend Money We 
Don't Have in Search of Happi- 
ness We Can't Buy' According 
to Roberts, studies have found 
that people who make more 
than $75,000 a year do tend to 
have more satisfaction in their 
life as a whole, but it does not 
make them happier on a daily 



basis. 

Roberts said he believed part 
of the reason money does not 
buy happiness is because jobs 
that pay more tend to be more 
stressful, have longer hours, 
longer commutes and result in 
the added stress of more money- 
related decisions in daily life. 

Worrying about material 
possessions can lead to bad de- 
cisions in jobs and people who 
focus on money tend to take 
jobs that pay better rather than 
ones that may make them hap- 
pier or more satisfied, he said. 

Roberts himself experienced 
this when he was younger and 
worked as a stockbroker for a 
bank. Although the job paid 
well, and he was moving up the 
corporate ladder, he said it was 
not what he wanted. 

"I want to have some kind of 
job where the value of my work 



goes beyond that, and that's why 
I started teaching," Roberts said. 
"Even if I was making more 
money, I bet I wouldn't be as 
happy as I am now." 

Oscar Garcia, senior in public 
relations, disagreed with Rob- 
erts. 

"Happiness doesn't pay the 
bills," Garcia said. "I go to work 
to work, not to have fun. Money 
runs the world. That's why ev- 
eryone is going back to school, 
to make money." 

Trying to figure out what job 
will satisfy one's personal needs 
can be a difficult problem. 

Janis Crow, instructor of 
marketing, said it is common 
for people to wonder what will 
happen in the future and try to 
plan for it. 

Crow said there have been 
studies on "affective forecasting," 
which is trying to predict one's 



emotional state in the future. She 
said these studies have found 
that people tend to overestimate 
what their feelings toward an- 
ticipated events will be, such as 
someone getting a new job or 
expectations for their kids when 
they grow up. 

Both positive and negative 
emotions are generally overesti- 
mated by people, which can lead 
to stress or even disappointment 
when the reality does not live up 
to their expectations, Crow said. 

"It's always hard to project 
what we're going to be doing in 
the future," she said. 

Crow, like Roberts, did not 
anticipate becoming a teacher, 
but fell in love with it in graduate 
school. According to her, love of 
the job, rather than the money, 
became the motivation for her. 

Kyle Lundy, senior in digi- 
tal art, said he was surprised 



by the study cited in the Times 
Magazine article. Lundy said he 
had not thought much about 
how much money would be 
needed to achieve happiness in 
someone's life, but said $75,000 
seemed a little low. 

"I consider money as buying 
opportunities," Lundy said. 

Lundy did say, however, that 
he knew from personal expe- 
rience that money isn't every- 
thing. Lundy has worked a job 
that paid very well, but it made 
him very unhappy. 

Rosalie Hoefling, senior in 
mass communications, said she 
has also worked a job before that 
she did not like but paid well, 
and the money was not worth it. 

"I would rather work a job 
that I love," Hoefling said. "I just 
think money can't buy you an 
overall sense of self-worth and 
happiness at the end of the day."

Communication on the In- 
ternet also constitutes a large 
part of one's "personal brand." 

"Personal branding usually 
means how someone markets 
themselves to others," said 
David Lehman, professor of 
marketing. "It comes from 
every impression society is 
ever going to have of you, 
from talking on the phone, to 
a first impression in an inter- 
view, emails, writing style and 
social media presence. Every- 
one has a personal brand. It's 
going to form regardless of if 
you make a conscious effort 
or not because people will 
always have an impression of 
you." 



While the work force 
might seem too far in the 
future to act as incentive for 
freshmen and sophomores to 
rethink the pictures they're 
posting, personal branding is 
something to be aware of at 
all times. 

Dawn Deeter-Schmelz, 
professor of marketing, 
agreed and said personal 
branding is essentially the 
way you carry yourself, how 
you present yourself to 
others and the image 
you're projecting. 

"It's the way you 
dress, your resume, 
your Facebook and 
Twitter account, all of 
your communication 
combines to put togeth- 
er a perception of who 
you are," she said. "I 
think you have to be 
conscious about what 
you're doing and what 
you're putting out there. 
If you're putting stuff on 
Facebook about parties, 
you've got to realize that 
people are seeing it. You 
have control over what you 
put out there so make sure 
it accurately represents how 
you want to be viewed. Once 
you put something online, it's 
very hard to take back." 

While personal branding 
has the potential to nega- 
tively impact a student by 
highlighting poor be- 
havior on the Inter- 
net, it also has the 
ability to highlight 
the positives and 
help the student 
stand out among 
competition. 

Both Lehman 
and Danielle 
Row, senior in 
public relations, 
said personal 1 
branding is some- / 
thing students I 
can use to stand f 
out and set them- / 
selves apart. 

"I think ev- 
eryone should 
be aware of their 
personal brand," 
Row said. "I 
could ask one of 
my PR classmates 
how they view me 
as a person, and 
from there I could 
take that feedback 
and build on it. I 
definitely think it's 



something that sets you apart 
from other people. Because 
PR is such a creative profes- 
sion, I think it's really impor- 
tant to have a unique brand." 

Lehman said college is an 
excellent time to consider 
how you come across to 
others and practice those in- 
teractions that form a person- 
al brand by connecting with 




friends, professors and advis- 
ers. 

"You can totally reinvent 
yourself and be who you want 
to be, so it's a great time to 
think about creating that per- 
sonal brand," he said. "You 
have the opportunity to ask 
people how they perceive 
you because I often find that 
there's quite a difference be- 
tween how you think you 
come across and how others 
perceive you. In terms of 
personal branding, it's 
going to be far more im- 
portant how others see 
you than how you see 
yourself." 

Regardless of effort, 
Lehman said everyone 
has a personal brand. It's 
merely the student's choice 
to either have a say in how 
they're perceived or to be 
apathetic. 

He made the point that 
personal branding is very 
similar to company brands 
such as Coca-Cola or Nike. 
If businesses are constantly 
working to control the pub- 
lic's opinion of their product, 
people should give the same 
amount of effort for their 
personal brand.

Lehman said. "So then it's a 
question of do you want it 
to just be random and let 
others determine it, or do 
v you want to be proactive 
and make it what you 
want it to be.

The University of Alabama's

and American ethnic studies, 
said she loved every minute of 
the presentation. She said this 
event caused people to take 
a glance at FGM and the dis- 
cussion that needs to happen 
around it. 

"The issue is not that people 
are attacking certain cultures," 
Foster said. "We are not saying 
that the entire Somalian cul- 
ture is bad, we are saying that 
this one particular part of their 
culture is bad. The relation- 
ship norms that are occurring 
in these countries, involving 
specifically female genital mu- 
tilation, are not positive for the 
women." 

Mire said FGM tests the 
marriageability of women in 
these nations. She said the true 
femininity of a woman is mea- 
sured in the mutilation that 
these women endure, and when 
women experience these mu- 
tilations, they feel like they are 
finally proper. 

Mire's recently released book, 
"The Girl with Three Legs" was 
sold out at the event and focuses 
on her experiences with FGM. 
Mire said the women's parts are 
considered ugly before they are 
cut and adapted. 

"When you are brought back 
from surgery, everyone knows 
that is where you are coming 
back from," Mire said. "I was 
called a girl with three legs 
before I had my surgery because 
I wasn't a real woman. They con- 
sidered me having a third leg 
because I hadn't had my surgery 
yet." 

She went on to add that after 
the surgery, you are finally wel- 
come and more loved. A person 
is no longer just a girl but now 
a woman after her surgery, Mire 
said. 

Hush said it is important for 
people to get informed, and that 
people should attend events like 
this even if they are skeptical, 
saying that it will allow people to 
receive meaningful information 

"Whoever missed this event 
missed out on an incredible 
conversation," Foster said. "This 
is still something people should 
care about because it is hap- 
pening all over the world, even 
though it isn't supposed to. 
People need to be aware that 
this happens and the horror that 
it is." 

Mars lava 
flow image 
goes viral

An image taken by the Univer- 
sity of Arizona's HiRISE camera 
has gone viral. 

The image, which resembles an 
elephant's head, was taken by the 
High Resolution Imaging Science 
Experiment and has appeared on 
news sites like Discovery News, 
MSN.com, and Yahoo! News. The 
"elephant's head" is actually the 
edge of a vast lava flow in Elysium 
Planitia, a plain on the surface of 
Mars. In addition to shaping the 
elephant's trunk and eye, it also 
shows what could be the animal's 
forehead and ear. 

The lava flow happened over 
years or decades, relatively quick- 
ly in geological time. The image is 
also upside down relative to most 
earthly mapping conventions, as 
the image is "north side down." 
It shows an area about five kilo- 
meters across and 300 kilometers 
above the surface. 

The natural formation is an ex- 
ample of "pareiodlia," a situation 
where the human mind interprets 
patterns in such a way that it pulls 
out the image of something famil- 
iar, according to Alfred McEwen, 
a planetary sciences professor 
and the principal investigator for 
HiRISE. The same psychological 
mechanism was responsible for 
several popular images on Mars, 
including the famous "Face on 
Mars" that was photographed by 
Viking 1 in the Cydonia region of 
Mars and the "happy-faced" Galle 
Crater in Argyre Planitia. 

In addition to showcasing the 
camera's technical abilities, the 
image also helps give back to the 
public and spotlights scientific 
discoveries at the UA, said Ari Es- 
pinoza, outreach coordinator for 
HiRISE. 

"The elephant picture is some- 
thing almost everyone can relate 
to — it captures people's imagi- 
nations," Espinoza said. "And 
although we don't get increased 
funding because of it, the public 
outreach component of what we 
do continues to be an important 
part of the mission." 

The HiRISE camera was built 
at the UA and is installed on the 
Mars Reconnaissance Orbiter.

Taylor Anderson's bunt was 
not fielded in time and the 
bases were loaded with no 
outs for Bryan Tibbitts.

I spent the year after my dad's death 
planning my internship with GSM. 
After a year of emails, phone calls 
and Skype chats, July of 201 1 hit 
and I was packed and ready to head 
to Guatemala. 

Once in Guatemala City, I lived 
with Paul Banta's nephew, John 
Banta, and his family. My job, as 
their missionary intern, was to help 
wherever they needed, and every 
day was different for me. 

Whether it was helping out at 
soccer practices, delivering new 
cleats to kids, making GSM pro- 
motional videos or simply helping 
organize their business office, I 
enjoyed every second I spent with 
the Banta family. 

Guatemala City is made up of 22 
different zones, and GSM Guate- 
mala works with the less fortunate 
and, quite often, in the very danger- 
ous areas of these zones, offering 
the children the opportunity to hear 
the gospel while also offering top- 
quality soccer training that these 
children would not have the chance 
to have without GSM. 

The coaches and staff are 
required to go to coaching train- 
ing. The people of Guatemala are 
serious about soccer, and so is 
GSM, and once that relationship 
through soccer is established, that 
connection opens the door for their 
ministry. God has worked amazing 
things in Guatemala City through 
GSM. 

There were moments during my 
trip where I broke down; I wanted 
to tell my dad everything GSM was 
about and what I was doing - not 
sharing my experience with him 
was suffocating. I was angry my 
dad never had the chance to know 
about GSM. It was exactly what 



he wanted to do with soccer upon 
retiring from the military, and we 
found out about it too late. 

But there were also moments 
when I realized life was a lot bigger 
than me. Bigger than my problems. 
I traveled to Guatemala with the 
mindset that I would be helping 
these people, that they would need 
me. But I left a different person; 
they helped me during a critical 
point in my life. 

GSM Guatemala has amazing 
things happening on their horizon. 
They are currently in the process 
of building a facility with grass and 
turf fields and buildings to hold 
classes for not only their soccer 
players, but also the surround- 
ing community. Once built, it will 
be the first time many of these 
children play on a grass field, as the 
majority of the fields they play on 
are nothing more than dirt, rocks 
and garbage. 

GSM Guatemala has grown from 
coaching 45 children to more than 
150 throughout the past four years, 
and has had the opportunity to 
coach the same children day after 
day, year after year, truly making a 
difference in their lives. 

Now, almost two years after my 
dad's death and one year after my 
internship with GSM, I am grateful 
for the summer I spent in Gua- 
temala City. It was a crucial part 
in the making of the person I am 
today and an amazing opportunity 
to carry on a dream of my dad's. 

While I do not know what the 
future has in store for me, I left part 
of my heart on those gravel fields in 
Guatemala city and am excited for 
the day I can go back.
